MILKS WILL ARRIVE SUNDAY. 


Believed to Be Well On His AVay For 


Porto Rico. 


Washington, July 
22.—At the cab- 


inet meeting today it was announced 
that troops and convoys under General 
Miles probably would arrive at Porto 
Rico some time next Sunday, but fur- 
ther details were withheld. 


It was calculated that the expedi- 


tion was this morning somewhere off 
the north coast of Hayti. Long says 
that according to his advice the fleet 
of transports with their naval convov 
left Sibony at 3.30 yesterday 
after- 


noon, and it is believed they are 
traveling at about the usual naval 
cruising speed in squadron, 
of

knots per hour. 


Miles has 3415 men 
with him, in- 


cluding the Sixth Massachusetts regi- 
ment. 


MILES HAS MSS W.VSf; 


Forto Rico Transports Provided "With 


An Escort. 


•Washing-ton, July 22.—Admiral Samp- 


son havfng at last furnished vessels to 
convoy General Miles' expedition to 
Porto Rico, the commanding general of 
the army notified the war department 
that he had sailed for the next Spanish 
possession which is to come under the 
protection of the United States. 


At the same time both the navy and 


war departments were informed of the 
fleet of warships accompanying the ex- 
pedition. These vessels are th« Massa- 
chusetts, the Cincinnati and Columbia, 
the Annapolis, the Yale and Dixie, and 
the Gloucester, Leyden and Wasp, 


There has evidently been some friction 


between Sampson and Miles; Just what 
it Is no one in either department knows, 
or if any one knows no one will explain 
it. It transpired that for some reason 
or other Admiral Sampson was opposed 
to sending fighting ships as the convoy, 
and considered that the smaller vessels 
of his fleet were amply sufficient. Miles 
insisted that he should be given more 
important vessels, and It was only after 
the matter had been referred to the 
president, who directed the navy de- 
partment to send a peremptory order 
to Sampson, that he complied with 
Miles' request. 
i 


A suggestion which may throw some 


light on the differences between the two 
commanders has been made. Inasmuch 
as Spain's navy has practically ceased 
to exist, and there are no Spanish ves- 
sels in West Indian waters except small 
gunboats, which a handful of our in 
fantry, armed with their rifles, coul 
blow out of the water, Admiral Samp- 
son considered a convoy of armored ves- 
sels unnecessary, and that the vessels 
could better be employed in blockading 
duty on the northern coast of Cuba 
than in being sent to Porto Rico to ac- 
company troopships. 
t 


Admiral Sampson was willing to let 


General Miles have a gunboat or two, or 
one of the auxiliary cruisers, but he 
was opposed to letting his fighting ships 
go away. General Miles, it is said, while 
admitting that there was no danger from 
Spanish ships, wanted vessels of war to 
accompany his expedition, so that in 
case it was necessary to shell the Span- 
lards out of a fortififHl position before a 
landing could be effected the warships 
would be there to do that part of the 
work. 


This is what, according to the person 


•who makes the suggestion, Admiral 
Sampson objected to. Practically it 
would place the naval part of the ex- 
pedition under the command of General 
Miles, and jf General Miles should take 
it into his head to make his landing very 
close to San Juan the army would get 
a^> iiiu^li uiL-Uu uum ihe Jail ot ban 
Juan as it did from the capitulation of 
Santiago. 


Telegram From Sampion. 


Admiral Sampson telegraphs to the 


secretary of the navy that there has 
been no delay In furnishing: ample con- 
voy to General Miles. 
A day or two 


ago the Cincinnati and New Orleans 
were placed at his disposal. 
The Co- 


lumbia and Yale, carrying troops, are 
both powerfully armed, says the ad- 
miral's telegram, and this Is an ample 
convoy for his elocution and to effect 
liia landing. The Annapolis, Wasp and 
Leydon have been ordered from Nipt, 
the Gloucester also added, and the three 
monitors 
ordered 
from Key West. 


Under these circumstances there ha« 
boon no lack of assistance. 
General 


Miles preferred to wait; thf d^lny was 
his own. 
However, in further anpwpr 


1o his request, the Massachusetts and 
Dixie were als<. added, and he has prob- 
jibly started.

In addition to the vessels named 
in the statement, it is officially admitted 
for the first time that the powerful 
monitors, Terror, Amphitrite and Puri- 
tan, which have been at Key West, are 
under orders to proceed to Porto Rico 
to assist in the reduction of the Spanish 
forts there. 
It is known also to be not 


unlikely—indeed it is probable—tha.t 
still other vessels of Sampson's squad- 
ron will participate'in the reduction of 
the fortifications of San Juan. 


Secretary Alger believes that General 


Miles on the Yale will arrive at his des- 
tination Sunday morning with 3000 men 
under his immediate command. A day 
later 4000 men on the transports will 
arrive, and the day following- that 3500 
more. Whether the landing will be de- 
ferred until the arrival of this entire 
force, or whether General lilies will take 
the initiative and hoist the Hag- himself 
on Forto PJcan soil Is left to the dis- 
cretion of that officer. It is the depart- 
ment's Determination that he shall not 
lack for troops or equipment, and this 
first expedition may be followed by 
others as fast as the troops can be gotten 
ready until word comes from the general 
that he needs no more.

Schwan's brigade comprising the Fifth, 
the Eleventh and Nineteenth United 
States infantry, a splendid body of 
trained soldiers, sailed from Tampa 
yesterday to join Miles, and if the Porto 
Rican expedition is not an immediate 
success it -will not be for lack of dis- 
position in the war department to supply 
every requisite. 


Commodore Watson's Squadron. 


Preparation for the dispatch of the 


Watson squadron to European waters 
is going on uninterruptedly, but the de- 
parture necessarily T, HI await tne move- 
ment of the warships at Porto Rico, 
the Massachusetts and other ships being 
required for convoying the troops to 
that island. This disposes of a report 
that the expedition had been abandoned. 
The report was the more mischievous 
at this time, as it indicated a purpose 
to yield to the implied threats of Euro- 
pean sources that a European coalition 
would result if the American warships 
attacked the coast of Spain. Neither the 
state nor the navy department looks 
for any embarrassment from European 
quarters without Spain as a result of the 
naval movement against the peninsula. 


Had the army troopships been able 


to go to Porto Rico without a naval 
convoy the Watson squadron could have 
got away within the next few days, as 
the war board had wished to close all 
preliminaries by next Saturday; but as 
the Massachusetts, Columbia, Cincin- 
nati, Dixie and Yale, together with 
eeveral lesser craft, were considered 
necessary for a patrol for the Miles ex- 
pedition, this changed plans slightly. 
The Dixie is almost certain to be in the 
"Watson squadron, and the Massachu- 
setts is likely to be. Secretary Long 
expressly says, however, that the delay 
Of the Watson squadron is incident to 
convoying the troops to Porto Rico, and 
does not mean that the start will be 
postponed until the Porto Rico opera- 
tions ar» concluded. 


A Cuban Achilles. 


Port Antonio, July 22.—General Cal- 


teto Garcia, in charge of the Cuban 
forces in the operations about Santiago, 
notified General Shatter that he had 
tendered his resignation as commander 
of the insurgents of the eastern depart- 
ment. 
This action on the part of Gen- 


eral Garcia is regarded as a ruse, and 
Is believed to have as its object the 
drawing a vote of confidence from tht 
leaders of the Cuba,n junta instead ol 
an honest declaration of hostility to the 
American plans regarding Santiago. 


That General Garcia has not seriously 


retired from the Cuban army is disclosed 
by tlw fact that he has just agreed with 
General Castillo to march their Cuban 
forces against Holguin, and that both 
Garcia and Castillo have joined in a 
request to General Gomez to unite with 
them in driving the Spanish out of all 
the other provinces prior to the Ameri- 
can attack on Havana. General Garcia's 
troops have been withdrawn to the 
mountains. 


In his letter Garcia says: "A rumor 


too absurd to bo 
believed, 
general, 


ascribes the reason of your measure 
and of the orders ofcforbiddingmy army 
to enter Santiago, to fear of massacres 
and revenges against 
the Spaniards. 


Allow me, sir, to protest against even 
the shadow of such an idea. 
We are 


not savages, ignoring the rules of civil- 
ized warfare. 
We are a poor, ragged 


army, as ragged and as poor as was the 
army of your forefathers in their noble 
war for independence, but as the heroes 
of Saratoga and Yorktown we respect 
too deeply our cause to disgrace it with 
barbarism and cowardice."

A CURIOUS CANDLESTICK. 


R«Tcl C«« That WM Mjtde of ma Open 


Barrel of Qoiii)iiwd»r. 


Historical students, when called npon,to 


oritioigo relations of ovouUs, especially 
thoBo that seem in them selves unlikely, 
that nre recorded to huvo happened in tho 
lives of persons whoso earoers uro separat- 
ed by u long period of time, when tho said 
events have a very striking similarity be- 
tween them, an) wont to rvganl tho first 
narrative as the prototype and tho latter 
as a case of truuplcroucc. Sometimes this 
may be the correct view to take, but it ia 
commonly a dangerous proceeding-to In- 
sist upon. An exaiuplo has occurred to 
mo recently which illustrates this. 


At East Butterwick, a village on the 


banks of tho Trent, some ' oifiht miles 
northwest ol' this place, there lived in the 
middle of the century a shopkeeper named 
Marshall. He was a geiu-ral dealer, sup- 
plying nearly all the wants of his neigh- 
bors. Above this man's sht:> and adjoin- 
ing outhouses was u long chamber, open 
to tho roof, in which ho kept such stores 
as he hacl not room for in his somewhat 
small shop. 
Among other things this 


room cor;tainotl a r.ianplc, vrhiqh \v:is at 
tbo service of such of tho women of tho 
town us made him a sm;i!l payment. 


One winter evening several womon wcro 


engaged in u.nnglir.g whon one of them 
knocked down th^ir solitary candlestick 
and, being probably of earthenware, it 
was broken. Work for tho night was near- 
ly over. Ic aid not teem worth while to 
fetch another, so one of the women took 
tho still burning candle—happily it was 
nut a very short one—and stuck if into 
some black, dusty looking stuff which sho 
had notieul in a barrel standing near. 
Soon, however, one of those good dames 
hud occasion t 
> descend into the shop, nnd, 


encountering Marshall there, naturally be- 
gan to apoliijaze for the candlestick hav- 
ing suffered. 


Wo may conceive what was tho shop- 


keeper's horror when ho heard what was 
tho substitute- that had been found, for ho 
knew at once that the candle wns stand- 
ing in a cask of gunpowder. He rushed 
up stairs and was just in time. Ho made 
"a cup with his two hands," as ho said, 
"so that no sparks could get to tho pow- 
der,'1 and drew tho caudle calmly out 
without uttering a sound. His words aft- 
erward whou all danger was over wcro, I 
have boon told, of a kind not uncommonly 
heard on board of keels and coal barges 
on our rivers, but such as are discouraged 
elsewhere. 


Marshall told me of this very soon after 


it occurred. Tho dato I am unable to Us, 
but; am sure that it was before tho year 
185-4. In the year 1S61 "Tho Depositions 
From the Castle of York * * * In the Sev- 
enteenth Century" Were published by tho 
Surtees society. In a note in this work by 
its editor, tho lato Canon Bainc, tho fol- 
lowing passage occurs. Tho parallelism 
between the two narratives as to tho way 
the candle was removed from danger is 
very striking: 


"Newcastle had a very narrow escape 


about 1681. An apprentice going up with 
a candle into a loft which contained many 
barrels of gunpowder and much combusti- 
blo material thoughtlessly stuck the can- 
dle into a barrel, of which the head had 
been knocked off, to serve for a candle- 
stick. He saw the danger and flod. A 
laborer ran into the loft, and, joining both 
his hands together, drew the candle softly 
up between his middlemost fingers, so 
that if any snuff had dropped it must have 
fallen into tho hollow of the man's hand.'' 
—Notes and Queries. -

It Was While Civil Strife Was Ragtag, 


and Barnes, Then a Correspondent, Waa 
Armed With a Lead Pencil Only—Now 
Bound For Cuba. 


NEW YORK, July S).—[Special.]—Hor- 


ace F. Barnes of Boston, for some years 
associate pastor of Tremont temple and 
the representative of the Massachusetts 
Volunteer A id association at tho recent 
landing of soldiers from tho hospital ship 
Olivette at this port, has just received a 
Red Cross commission and goes shortly to 
engage in. Cuban relief \vork, for which, 
by tho way, he Is most admirably fitted. 


Though hardly likely to undergo the 


experience of boing under flro as a Kec 
Cross worker, Mr. Barnes is a man who 
•would not shrink from that ordeal were it 
to be thrust upon him, and this ho was 
able to prove quite early in life when the 
civil war was in progress. Ho served the 
government through a part of that Strug 
glc in some capacity, but it w»s as a war 
correspondent and not as a soldier thfit he 
underwent tho liveliest experience. Iu the 
course of a certain engagement, while he 
was standing near the doctors Who were 
making amputations and dressing wounds 
just to the rear of the Federal firing line, 
the situation suddenly became so hot fo] 
the northern troops that they were obligee 
to fall abruptly back, leaving operating 
surgeons in front of tho line instead of ai 
the rear. 


So engrossed were thoy in their work 


however, that they kept right along for 
some little space of tiuio before discover- 
ing the changed relations of the two linos 
while Barnes kept steadily on at his task 
of completing the list of tho wounded, to 
the intense amazement of the advancing 
Confederates. Possibly it was this ama?e 
ment that caused them to falter in thoir 
advance. At all events, falter they did 
and in a twinkling the Federal line was 
restored iu front of the surgeons and the 
newspaper correspondent without any o: 
them ceasing their work for a moment. 


Mr. Barnes and the Mule. 


Mr. Barnes' most amusing experience 


as a correspondent camo somewhat later 
He was detailed one day to accompany a 
cavalry troop on a reconnoissance, but un 
fortunately was obliged to ride a mule, his 
horse having gone lanio. All went wel 
during tho morning, the mule, though de 
cidedly unhandsome, serving every pur 
pose as a mount. It made trouble not fa: 
from midday, however, just after a sharp 
advance—-almost a charge in effect—was 
begun. That be might keep up with the 
procession and forgetful that he was not 
astrido a horse, Mr. Barnes clapped his 
spurs into the mule's flanks with a right 
good will. Bnt, instead of joining in the 
rush, the sagacious animal balked stub- 
bornly and began at once to swing its head 
from side to side and to nip viciously at 
the rider's legs. 


Of course this blocked the way of the 


advancing troopers, and of course thoy 
launched cuss words and opprobrious epi- 
thets at Barnes as they rode by, supple- 
menting their vocal efforts with good 
sound thwacks with their carbines and 
otherwise striving to make the mule move 
on. Barnes in the meantime was obliged 
to devote himself to protecting his logs, 
which he accomplished by crossing them 
on the mule's withers. Just as tho last 
trooper rode profanely past the mule joined 
edddenly and madly iu the rush, almost, 
but not quite throwing. Barnes to the 
ground. 


"I never knew how fast a mule could 


run till then," said Mr. Barnes the other 
day, "and I doubt whether any other mule 
ever lived that could begin to keep up 
with the one I rode on that occasion. At 
all events, it was only a short time before 
I was right among tho troopers, and soon 
I found myself in thu foremost ranks, 
charging the Confederates as recklessly as 
any one. As my mosr. formidable weapon 
was n lead pencil, nnd I had no more de- 
sire to join in the charge than I had bo- 
fore to remain brhind, I sawed away on 
tho bit literally lor dear life. 
But tho ef- 


fort was useless. The mulo dashed ahead 
with cyclonic spoed, nnd, excited as they 
were, tho troopers cheered him on. Sud- 
denly tho mulo broke away to the left and 
n moment later rounded tho corner of a 
log barn behind which stood n Confederate) 
soldior with n gun cocked and pointed in 


A Correspondent's Prisoner. 


"Iii vain I tried to turn tho mule aside 


and Favo my life. It was plainly the 
beast's intention to do mo bodily harm, 
and I was fairly hurled at that Confeder- 
ate soldior. What prevented him from 
shooting at onco I never know. Perhaps 
it was tho very impetuosity of my Invol- 
untary rush. At all events, he hesitated, 
and his hesitation WAN my salvation. 
As 


I bore down upon him I grasped tho bar- 
rel of his gun and wrested it from him; 
at tho samo timo calling loudly upon him 
to surrender. 
Roforo lie could recover 


from his astonishment I had tho gun 
pointed at his head, nnd ho was forced to 
yield, giving up a pistol which he woro in 
his bolt without "a word, though I must 
admit that his face Woro a woobegono ex- 
pression thnt became dcriduflly nhumcfncod 
when hn saw I had no arms KIIVO those I 
captured from him.

Tho questions most often asked concern- 


ing Santiago and vicinity have chiefly to 
do with the climate and tho probability of 
that region boing nmdo safe and fit for tho 
habitatioaof persons of northern birth. 
In » general way tho responses to these 
questions are favorable. 


"While the wet season is on," said ft re- 


turned soldier this morning, "it is pretty 
certain to rain onco or twice every day all 
through the province of Santiago. 
It 


doesn't rain all day any day nor the great- 
er part of any day, but when the water 
does come down the precipitation is some- 
thing to nmku you stare. It literally pours. 
At tho same time the rainfall is not more 
regular nor a vast deal heavier than it is 
in southern Florida at least unless my 
memory of a rainy season passed on the 
peninsula is at fault. 


"As to the healthfulness of the climate 


I'm afraid I cannot speak with authority.' 
I was never in butter health than while in 
the vicinity of Santiago, but I was not 
there long enough to tell how I would 
stand an extended residence before I was 
winged by a Mauser bullet. But it is my 
impression that northerners who take 
proper care of themselves need not fear the 
climate in southeastern Cuba, especially 
after certain sanitary reforms have been 
introduced. The high ground certainly 
appears to be delightfully salubrious. It 
is extremely well watered, there being 
many springs which yield water as clear 
as crystal and as pure as can be found in 
the springs that gush out of the rocks of 
old Vermont or tho hillsides of New York. 


Unhealthful Lowlands. 


"The most unhcalthful parts of the 


province of Santiago, as of every other part 
of tho world, are the lowlands, and it ia 
only right to state that Santiago lowlands 
aro worse than similar territory farther 
north. 
'' Tho extreme exuberance of tho vegeta- 


tion intensifies tho situation, as decay 
comes rapidly and produces ill smelling 
and very noxious vapors. These, however, 
would undoubtedly disappear to a great 
extent wero tho lowlands, whence they rise, 
cleared of undergrowth and planted 
such crops os they are best fitted to pi 
duce. Just what crops would thrive best 
there I ana unablo to state. I am not an 
expert at such matters, my stay was short, 
as I have before explained, and, besides, 
though I was mightily interested in tho 
question, I had other things than making 
an agricultural investigation to attena to 
while I was there. If the war doesn't last 
too long and I don't happen to get killed 
when I return south—oh, yes, I'm going 
back, all right—I shall look into all these 
matters more thoroughly yet, and it would 
not be strange if I finally located there 
when peace is established. My lay, though, 
will bo some sort of mines, for the hills in 
tho province of Santiago aro full of vari- 
ous ores, and big fortunes aro there to be 
mads by men who know how to dig them 
out. 


The Santiago Uplandi. 


"The highlands near theshore are prop- 


erly termed foothills, since they are the 
outposts of greater heights not very far 
inland. These foothills are from 850 to 
400 feet high, and the farther back from 
the shore they are the higher they rise. 
Eight or twelve miles back they reach a 
height of from 3,000 to 4,000 feet and are 
rugged to ft degree, though this is some- 
what masked by their covering of green, 
tho forest growth reaching to the very top. 
Some of the landscapes in the vicinity of 
tho city of Santiago aro surpassingly beau- 
tiful, and I understand that farther in- 
land the greater heights introduce an ele- 
ment akin to grandeur. 


"tusoct pests? There are plenty of In- 


sects, and there may be some that aro very 
annoying, but I wasn't troubled much. 
Tho mosquitoes wero tho worst, but they 
were not nearly so bad, so far as my ex- 


i porienco wont, as the birds of that brood 
! in New Jersey or Connecticut or on Long 
Island. 


"You have heard of tho land crabs, of 


course. They arc much liko their cousins 
in Florida, though somewhat larger and 
more brilliantly tinted. They divide tho 
Bcavengering of tho region with tho vul- 
tures, most disagreeable looking but really 
frery useful creatures in present condi- 
tions. 


"Snakes? Lots of them, but not many 


poisonous ones. In fact, I saw none whose 


j bite was believed to bo dangerous. Most 


of those which fell under my observation 
were from six to eight feat long and 
said to subsist mainly on insects, but they 
wero not a bit worso to look at or more 
unpleasant to hear about than tho black 
snakes and brown water serpents so com- 
mon in many parts of tho Htatos and not 
to compare with the pilots or moccasins 
and rattlers which dwell abundantly in 
Now Jersey, Pennsylvania and a number 
of tho western and southern waters, yet 
rarely harm human beings.

"What do you estimate as the number 


of Cuban soldiers under arms in Cuba 
at this time?" he was asked. 


"I think we have about 55,000 Cuban 


soldiers under arms in Cuba now," said 
General Palma. "There ore probably 
about 4000 to 5000 soldiers with Garcia, 
and the balance of them are scattered all 
over Cuba, It' must be remembered 
that we have possession of a good many 
towns, and there must be a guard main- 
tained over them by our Cuban army.

markable features. 
Alfred Monson 


is about 38 years of age, and was at 
one time a favorite in London society. 
He is the fifth son of the second Lord 
Monson., He graduated at Oxford and 
eventually became a tutor to Cecil Hajn- 
brough, a wealthy man, whose life was 
insured for $100,000 in. Mrs. Monson's 
favor, as security to a debt du« her 
husband. 
Momson and 
Hambrough 


leased a shooting hoc at Ardlamont, 
Scotland, and shortly after they arrived 
at Ardlamonit in Augnst, 1893, Ham- 
brough went out in a boat with Monson. 
From some inexplicable cause the boat 
sank, but its oceuponte grot sef ely ashore. 
The next morning Hambrough went out 
rabbit shooting: and lost his life by re- 
ceiving a. charge of mh-ot in hia head. 
Monson was arrested, ajid the trial, one 
of the most sensational on record, lasted 
19 days in Edinburff, and resulted in 
the Scfttch verdict.

Half » Billion Dollars' Worth Owned 


Here—Amount Kapidly Increasing. 
In no country are there more dia- 


monds to be found than in tho United 
States, according to the population. 
It 


is estimated by a leading Maiden lane 
(New 
York) diamond dealer that there 


are upward of $600,000,000 worth of 
diamonds in this country. Moreover, 
this vast amount is increasing year by 
year. 


TTntil quite recently diamonds were 


rarely cut in this country, but Amer- 
ican inventors have developed a process 
for diamond cutting which ie vastly su- 
perior to that done abroad. 


The losa in weight through cutting is 


sometimes fully one-half, bnt the value 
ia increased probably more than two- 
fald. 


The Dutch city of Amsterdam has 


been the great diamond cutting center of 
the world from time immemorial and 
up to a few years ago over 12,000 peo- 
ple in that place were directly or indi- 
rectly dependent upon this trade. 


But it WHB not reasonable to suppose 


that Amsterdam should continue to hold 
a monopoly of diamond catting. As one 
of the greatest importing cities of tho 
world, j£ow Tcork grauuuiiy oiiureu in- 
ducements to diamond cutters, and an 
industry. has been gradually built up 
here that is now very flourishing aad 
profitable. 
In'1858 Henry D. Morse of 


Boston invented a machine for cutting 
and polishing diamonds, and since then 
improvements have been made npon it 
that are very important. The foreigners 
continue to polish their stones by h:» •* 
bnt in this- country machinery is large- 
ly used. 


A famous gem expert places the total 


value of all tho diamonds in the world 
at ovor $1,000,000,000, of which ipfiO,- 
000,000 worth aro in the hands of deal- 
ers, carried an stock. 
All of tho other 


diamonds aro in the hands of private in- 
dividuals, and the question naturally 
arises, who owns thnm? This is not so 
ja«ily answered, except in tho case of 
largo andKworId famous gems.—Godoy's

A dainty frame is made by placing

The back of the 
photograph is covered with cardboard, 
while a piece of glass which the paint 
and oil man will cut into the required 
shape is fixed over the face. A wreath 
of laurel may then, if desired, be placed 
about the photograph. 
The leaves can 


be pasted on with photographers' paste. 
Beneath the wreath two toy cannons, 
unmounted, may be crossed.

HELPFUL HINTS.

Table Decoration. 


Tho decoration of the dinner table 


has become an art which none of those 
who are fond of entertaining their 
friends 
should neglect to study, for 


niui.y PVUU»> nviv'ii 


one decides on the flowers to be used 
and the best way to arrange them. 


Many fanciful adjuncts to the dinner 


table are now sold for this purpose, such 
as miniature gates, trees, etc., in metal 
or wire, but these objects, quaint as 
they are, soon become tiresome to the 
eye, for they do not lend themselves to 
really artistic arrangements, in which 
it is a sine qua non that the receptacles 
for the flowers should be unobtrusive, 
the flowers themselves being thus given 
their proper place as the real decora- 
tion of the table. 


In selecting the special blossoms to be 


used it is necessary to consider the 
color of the table service, the china, and 
glass, for it is very easy to spoil the ef- 
fect of a really beautiful decoration by 
adding to it colors which destroy its 
purity of tone—such, for instance, as 
the use of a peacock blue service with 
purple flowers or red china with the 
clear salmon pink of the Shirley pop- 
pies. 
These beautiful flowers would, 


however, harmonize delightfully with 
either turquoise or peacock blue and 
white and many other artistic tints in 
china and glass. 


j Another thing to be avoided is the 
possibility of annoying one's guests 
with the strong or possibly sickly scent 
of some 
otherwise suitable flowers, 


which, when used in large quantity to- 
ward the evening, are apt to give out 
their fragrance in rather trying abun- 
dance, especially when mixed with the 
scent of fruits and of various other 
comestibles. 


Two distinct flowers, contrasting in 


form, size and color, should be select- 
ed, then, for this work, neither of 
which must be strongly scented and one 
of which should be smaller than the 
other, with a rather trailing habit, while 
the more important of the two should 
stand up boldly on tall and 
slender 


stems. 


The number of the smaller vases used 


will of course depend upon the length 
of the table. They should be placed a.c 
intervals of about 18 inches from each 
other, each having sprays of clematis 
surrounding its base. The same style 
of decoration can be added to the shad- 
ed lights, fairy lamps or other light- 
ing arrangements which may be added 
to the table with good effect. In warm 
weather, however, it is well to dispense 
with all unnecessary candles or lamps, 
for they all add to the heat of the room 
except where electric light is availa- 
ble, and even this is said to give out 
more warmth than is generally sup- 
posed. 


Table decoration should be done not 


more than two hours before it is to be 
displayed.

cut in the early morning and placed in

BOILED 


MOST HEALTHFUL 


As the health of the breadwinner and 


that of the rising generation is prac- 
tically in the hands of woman it is very 
necessary she should interest herself 
and exercise her vigilance in a matter 
which at present occupies general at- 
tention. It appears that milk, which is 
almost the foundation of our diets, may 
become at the same time a foundation 
iii disease and that at present we are 
n> i.1 i>f us secure against the chance of 
a . airing tuberculosis which at any mo- 
i. nt may be transmitted through the 
milk of tuberculous cows. As matters 
nou stand our only safety seems to li-i 
in boiling or otherwise preparing millc 
before it is brought into use. It is said 
that the English and American people 
nre practically the only ones who con- 
tinue to drink milk uncooked and with- 
out protection from infection, and the 
reason for this is doubtless because only 
the English and Americans have esti- 
mated at its full worth that which, if 
pure, takes the first rank among foods 
and drinks. 


In France the dairymaid scalds milk 


before churning it, not necessarily be- 
cause she is cautious of sterilization, 
but because she knows her butter will 
be of a finer quality. The Germans al- 
ways rook milk before using it. and in 
Italy goat's milk is preferred to cow's 
milk, presumably in fear of the trans- 
mission of tuberculosis, which is said to 
affect more readily the cow in conse- 
quence of its partially civilized mode of 
life. Now, these nre unfortunately only 
measures for assuring persons against 
disease, measures which have to b» 
paid for by a corresponding loss to the 
health giving things of this life. 


Ptich caution is only a negative cau- 


tion. It is. in fact, as though we should 
refuse to sail in ships for fear of being 
iTrowned. The real art of living is sci- 


i • nfically to increase our advantages 


i!e minimizing our risks, and the real 
of eating—by eating we mean nour- 
,ng. building up and sustaining the 


• -. stem—can never be acquired by shirk- 
ing the risks of milk drinking, but by 
s. tting to work to reduce those risks 
bv every means in our power, for milk 
in its fresh state beats all that can be 
done by chemist and doctor for the 
young and the invalided of our race. It 
is composed of a multitude of cells, some

to retain their vitality for a considera- 
ble time after the milk is drawn. 


For this reason, when freshly ingest- 


ed, these living cells become readily ab- 
sorbed without much process of diges- 
tion and, entering the blood stream, ars 
utilized in building up the tissues; 
hence comes it that by boiling milk we 
waste its most valuable features. The 
chemical result of boiling is to kill tha 
living cells and coagulate all the nl- 
buminoid constituents, thus making 
milk more difficult of digestion. 


Pudding. 


Beat up two ounces of butter with 


two ounces of powdered sugar, stir in 
t \ \ < > ounces of flour, then a<3<i the yolk 
of two eggs, half a pint of new milk 
and lastly the whisked whites of the 
eggs. Pour the mixture into small but- 
tered patty pans and bako in a quick 
oven for a quarter of an hour. Sprinkle 
sifted sugar over and servo with sllceg 
of it mo a.
